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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent way not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-36, 37-61, 62-67, 68-73, 74-79, 80-85 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Raz 
et al. US patent 5,860,137 and further in view of Jacoby US 
patent 5,768,552 and Brown US patent 5,220,655. 

As per claims 1-36, Raz et al disclose a storage system 
coupled to a plurality of host processors over a network as 
claimed. Raz teaches the storage system having plural volumes 
which are accessible by the host processors [col. 3 lines 59-64]. 
Raz teaches modifying the access privileges to the storage volume 
[col. 2 lines 1-6 and 35-39] . Raz does not teach graphical 
manipulation and display representation of each host processors 



and storage system. 
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Jacoby teaches a graphical method for monitoring and display- 
connections to enable a user to visually monitor the network. 
Hence, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the 
art to apply the network management method of Jocoby to the 
storage system of Raz because it would have provided intuitive, 
easy to comprehend way to monitor the storage system. 

Jacoby teaches displaying connection paths and graphical 
representation of host processor [fig.3's] at various level of 
details. The various presentation of information and commands 
would have been apparent in the system as modified. 

Raz and Jacoby does not specifically disclose showing adapter 
on the host or the storage device. Brown teaches a network 
management system which display images adapters and status of 
ports on a network device and their connection [see abstract, 
fig. 7] . It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to combine the teaching of Brown to Jacoby and Raz because 
it would have enable the user to see detail views of the devices . 

claims 37-61, 37-61, 62-67, 68-73, 74-79, 80-85 are 
similarly rejected as above.
